A  great  forward  step  was  taken  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Mississippi  College  at  their  an¬ 
nual  meeting.  In  providing  for  better  salaries  tor 
the  professors,  and  In  committing  Itself  to  the 
policy  of  filling  every  vacancy  In  the  faculty  with 
men  of  the  highest  standing  In  the  educational 
field,  so  as,  to  absolutely  guarantee  that  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  this  Institution  will  not  only  have  the 
best  moral  surroundings,  but  also  that  Its  record 
of  providing  Instructors  who  will  rank  with  those 
of  other  colleges  will  be  maintained. 

It  is  now  the  part  of  the  Baptists  of  Missis¬ 
sippi  to  come  to  tbe  support  of  the  college  as 
never  before  In  its  history.  There  is  no  single 
agency  that  has  been  of  such  Importance  In  ad¬ 
vancing  the  cause  of  Baptists,  and  In  Influencing 
the  moral  life  of  the  state  as  has  this  grand  old 
Institution.

The  University,  and  tbe  Agricultural  College 
have  doiena  of  workers  in  every  county  for 
their  schools,  but  the  competition  of  this  aggres¬ 
sive  force  can  be  met.  if  our  ministers  and  lay¬ 
men  will  actually  give  some  of  their  time  In  tell¬ 
ing  parents  of  the  advantages  of  Christian  educa¬ 
tion,  and  what  It  really  means  to  the  life  of  a 
boy  to  come  in  contact  with  the  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege  atmosphere. 

Another  plan  ought  to  be  widely  worked.  There 
are  large  numbers  of  boys  who  really  need  just 
a  little  financial  aaalstance  to  enable  them  to  at¬ 
tend  college.  There  are  many  men  who  could 
make  loans  to  these  boys,  to  be  repaid  when  the 
college  course  Is  finished.  Some  noble  men  in  the 
state  have  already  been  doing  this,  and  it  Is  their 
experience  that  not  a  single  dollar  has  ever  been 
lost  by  investing  It  in  the  character  and  life 
of  boys  who  really  want  an  education.

COMMENCEMENT  EXERCISES  OF  THE  SOU- 
THERN  BAPTIST  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY 


(Reported  by  Prof.  John  R.  Sampey,  D.  D.) 

The  commencement  of  the  Seminary  on  June 
1-3,  1919,  marks  the  close  of  the  sixtieth  year 
in  the  life  of  this  greatly  loved  Institution.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  past  two  years  of  war  the  attendance  of 
young  men  studying  for  the  ministry  in  the  Sem¬ 
inary  fell  off  from  346  to  239.  Many  of  our 
best  men  volunteered  for  various  forms  of  war 
work.  There  is  no  reason  to  be  ashamed  of  the 
diminution  in  (lumbers,  but  every  reason  to  be 
thankful  that  a  goodly  number  have  been  able 
to  go  forward  with  their  studiee  in  spite  of  many 
detractions. 

Baccalaureate  Sermon. 

Commencement  week  opened  with  the  bacca¬ 
laureate  sermon  by  Rev.  J.  C.  Massee,  D.  D.  of 
Dayton,  Ohio,  In  Broadway  Baptlat  Church,  on 
8unday,  June  1st,  at  8  p.  m.  The  preacher  took 
for  his  text  Roman  1:8:  “I  thank  my  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  tor  you  all.  that  your  faith 
is  proclaimed  throughout  the  whole  world." 

Dr.  Massee  referred  In  the  kindest  terms  to  his 
alma  mater  as  an  institution  whose  faith  is 
known  throughout  the  whole  world.  A  man 
should  be  as  the  shadow  of  a  great  rock  Iq  a 
weary  land.  Young  men  need  the  overshadowing 
faith  of  the  older  men.  It  is  a  great  inspiration 
for  struggling  churches  that  great  churches  have 
lived  a  heroic  life. 

The  church  In  the  wilderness,  surrounded  and 
threatened  with  death  unleaa  It  renounced  Christ, 
sent  to  the  church  In  Jerusalem  to  learn  what 
they  should  do.  After  three  days  of  prayer,  the 
answer  went  back,  "They  counted  not  their  lives 
as  dear  unto  themselves."  The  church  In  the 
wilderness  stood  firm  and  died  to  a  man. 

The  preacher  said  that  our  problem  is  not  so 
much  a  rural  problem  as  a  problem  of  the  city. 
The  modern  city  is  more  than  fifty  per  cent 
pagan.  The  tide  of  materialism  and  Intellectual- 
Ism  swamps  thousands  who  come  in  from  the 
country.  In  the  modern  city  the  church  Is  strug¬ 
gling  for  the  right  to  exist.  We  must  stand  In 
the  downtown  district  and  resist  the  tide  of 
commercialism. 

What  was  It,  said  the  preacher,  that  made  the 
church  in  Rome  worth  while?  In  the  first  place, 
It  was  the  answer  of  Almighty  God  to  the  brute 
force  of  the  world.  Militarism  was  incarnate  In 
Rome;  and  the  gospel  of  Christ  resists  every  sol¬ 
dier  and  policeman  as  the  Incarnation  of  force. 
In  our  own  hearts  we  discover  lust,  greed  and 
ambition,  and  we  organise  our  armies  and  police 
the  world  to  check  these  in  our  fellows.  Jesus 
bared  his  head  to' brute  force  and  died  on  the 
cross.  They  sealed  hlg  tomb,  but  he  broke  the 
seal  of  Caesar  and  triumphed  over  brute  force. 

The  one  great  issue  in  this  age,  said  the 
preacher,  is  whether  Jeaus  Is  dead  or  alive — the 
question  of  his  bodily  resurrection.  The  survival 
of  the  church  and  the  gospel  in  Rome  was  God's 
answer  to  brute  force.  During  the  terrible  war 
through  which  we  have  Just  passed  Christian  had 
on  them  the  restraint  of  love.  The  church  needs 
to  take  account  of  the  possibility  of  another  war 
and  lift  the  beacon  of  a  message  that  will  not 
be  daunted. 

A  second  reason  for  the  existence  of  the 
church  In  Rome  is  that  it  gave  men  the  wide 
world  over  a  message  that  would  hide  them 
from  their  fears.  The  city  is  a  hiding  place  for 
criminals.  It  was  In  the  great  city  of  Rome  that 
Paul  found  the  runaway  slave  Oneslmus.  Maud 
Balllngton  Booth  was  pleading  in  vain  with  a 
company  of  sinful  men  and  women  In  a  great 
city.  In  her  earnestness  she  drew  near  to  a 
young  woman  with  the  marks  of  sin  on. her  face 
and  kissed  her  on  the  one  clean  spot,  saying: 
"God  loves  you;  Christ  loves  you.”  The  young 
woman  was  touched,  and  followed  her  to  the . 
front  of  the  room.  She  now  says  to  audiences 
everywhere.  "I  was  loved  out  of  the  pit.”  The 
preacher  urged  his  hearers  to  bring  the  gospel 
of  forgiveness  and  personal  redemption  to  men 
and  women  everywhere.  He  deprecated  the  sub¬ 
stitution  of  the  so-called  Social  Gospel  for  the 
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effort  to  lead  Individuals  to  personal  acceptance 
of  Jesus  Christ.  "We  make  a  new  social  order 
by  making  new  men."  It  Is  well  enough  to  have 
clean  streets,  but  we  must  send  clean  boys  Into 
the  streets. 

A  third  thing  marking  the  significance  of  the 
church  in  Rome  is  God's  promise  that  Christ  shall 
supercede  Caesar  upon  the  throne  of  this  world. 
The  speaker  thought  that  the  League  of  Nations 
was  possibly  a  sort  of  revival  of  the  Roman  Em¬ 
pire.  He  feared  that  men  would  fall  in  their 
effort  to  make  peace  for  the  world.  He  spoke  in 
conclusion  of  certain  fundamentals  for  which  he 
urged  all  to  stand,  beginning  with  the  supernat¬ 
ural  birth  of  our  Lord  and  ending  with  the  sec¬ 
ond  coming  of  Christ  to  supercede  Caesar  on  the 
throne  of  the  world. 

Two  Excellent  Addresses. 

Monday,  June  2nd,  at  11  a.  m.  in  Morton  Hall, 
Dr.  W.  C.  Jones,  of  Richmond,  Vn.,  delivered  a 
notable  address  before  the  Society  for  Missionary 
Inquiry  on  "The  Message  of  the  World  War  to 
the  Lukewarm  Church  Member."  A  synopsia  or 
his  address  will  be  given  to  the  reader  In  the 
next  issue  of  this  paper. 

Tuesday,  June  3rd,  at  11  a.  m„  In  Morton 
llall,  Dr.  Hyland  Knight,  of  Nashville.  Tenn., 
delivered  the  Alumni  address  on  "Facing  the 
Future."  A  full  outline  of  this  timely  address 
also  will  be  presented  in  a  future  issue. 

Closing  Exercises. 

The  closing  exercises  of  the  commencsment 
were  held  in  Broadway  Baptist  church  on  Tues¬ 
day  evening,  June  3rd.  Three  student  speakers 
delivered  addresses:  Roy  Mason,  representing  the 
English  graduates;  R.  B.  Davis,  representing  the 
Eclectic  graduates;  and  D.  H.  Willett,  represent¬ 
ing  the  full  graduates.  Each  of  the  speakers  re¬ 
ceived  a  liberal  applause,  especially  Mr.  Willett, 
who  spoke  on  "The  Ministry  a  Challenge  to 
Young  Men." 

It  has  become  a  custom  in  the  faculty  to  make 
some  recognition  of  the  services  of  an  Instructor 
In  the  seminary  upon  the  completion  of  a  quarter 
of  a  century  of  service.  Dr.  W.  J.  McGlothlln  be¬ 
came  assistant  Instructor  In  Old  Testament  in¬ 
terpretation  in  1894,  was  given  work  in  Greek 
also  in  1896-9,  was  made  professor  in  Blblcal  In¬ 
troduction  in  1897,  and  was  chosen  to  succeed 
Dr.  W.  H.  Whitsltt  as  professor  of  Church  his¬ 
tory  in  1899.  His  colleagues  had  already  made 
arrangement  to  celebrate  his  twenty-fifth  an¬ 
niversary  before  they  know  of  his  decision  to 
accept  the  presidency  of  Furman  University,  a 
position  which  has  been  seeking  Dr.  McGlothlln 
for  more  than  a  year.  President  Mullins  called 
Professor  W.  O.  Carver  to  the  front  aa  the 
spokesman  of  the  faculty  in  presenting  to  Dr. 
McOlothln  a  handsome  silver  coffee  urn,  as  a 
token  of  love  and  appreciation.  Both  Dr.  Carver, 
in  his  presentation  speech,  and  Dr.  McGlothin,  In 
his  reply,  dealt  In  an  impressive  and  felicitous 
manner  in  reminiscences  of  the  twenty-eight 
years  since  they  entered  the  Seminary  aa  fellow 
students.  Dr.  McGlotbln  completed  his  course  in 
three  years,  and  was  at  once  placed  on  the  teach¬ 
ing  staff  of  the  seminary.  Dr.  Carver  was  inter¬ 
rupted  In  his  studies,  but  was  also  chosen  as  In¬ 
structor  in  the  Seminary  two  years  later  than 
Dr.  McGlothin. 

Prof.  McGlothin  has  made  a  large  place  for 
himself  in  the  life  of  the  seminary  during  the 
quarter  of  a  century  in  which  he  has  served  It. 
In  his  hands  Church  history  soon  became  a  fav¬ 
orite  study  with  the  men.  There  Is  universal  re¬ 
gret  over  his  decision  to  surrender  his  professor¬ 
ship  for  the  presidental  duties  and  honors.  We 
congratulate  Furman  University  and  the  Baptist 
of  South  Carolina. 

Degrees  Conferred. 

President  Mullins  conferred  upon  seventeen 
men  the  degree  of  Graduate  in  Theology  (Th.  G.) 
upon  two  the  degree  of  Bachelor  In  Theology 
(Th.  B.  >  upon  eleven  the  degree  of  Mastor  in 
Thelogy  (Th.  M.),  and  upon  eight  men  the  de¬ 
gree  of  Doctor  in  Theology  (Th.  D.).  Including 
six  who  received  degrees  earlier  in  the  session, 
forty-four  men  were  graduated  from  the  semi¬ 
nary. 

President  Mullins  spoke  briefly  to  the  grad¬ 


uates  on  "The  First  Five  Years  In  the  Ministry." 
He  suggestive  as  an  alternative  UUe,  "The 
Preacher  Finding  Himself.”  It  is  in  these  early 
years  of  one's  ministry  that  his  habits  are  form¬ 
ed.  The  speaker  hoped  that  the  graduates  would 
study  the  career  of  Sergeant  Alvin  York,  of  Pall 
Mall,  Tenn.,  and  acquire  equal  skill  in  spiritual 
warfare.  He  urged  the  formation  of  four  good 
habits:  The  habit  of  growth,  the  habit  of  con¬ 
tentment,  the  habit  of  letting  God  control  one's 
life  and  the  habit  of  spiritual  efficiency.  With 
his  accustomed  felicity  in  Illustration,  Dr.  Mul¬ 
lins  drove  each  thought  home. 

Some  New  Teachers. 

In  view  of  the  going  of  Dr.  McGlothlln  to  an¬ 
other  institution,  it  seems  providential  that  the 
faculty  should  have  already  provided  for  a  sub¬ 
stantial  strengthening  of  the  teaching  force  of 
the  seminary  by  asking  two  brilliant  recent 
graduates  of  the  institution  to  assist  In  teach¬ 
ing  in  the  departments  of  Old  and  New  Testa¬ 
ment  interpretation.  Dr.  W.  H.  Davis  will  teach 
Junior  Greek  and  Mr.  R.  F.  Palmer  will  teach 
Junior  Hebrew  .during  the  next  session.  The 
classes  in  Church  History  will  be  Uught  next 
session  by  Prof.  F.  M.  Powell,  who  will  be  re¬ 
lieved  of  his  work  in  homiletics — the  Improved 
health  of  Dr.  Gadner  making  this  possible.  The 
faculty  will  thus  be  In  a  position  to  make  it  in¬ 
teresting  and  profitable  for  all  who  seek  Instruc¬ 
tion  at  their  hands.

f  Interesting  Statistics 

/  Partial  reports  from  nineteen  church-to-church 
/campaigns  show  the  following  Interesting  condl- 
f  tions  and  results: 

Number  churches  visited,  178.  Location  of 
churches  visited:  Ten  miles  and  over  from  rail¬ 
road,  66;  five  miles  and  less  than  ten  from  rail¬ 
road,  49;  lass  than  five  miles  from  railroad  and 
on  railroad.  69. 

Condition  of  church  property:  In  good  condi¬ 
tion,  96;  In  ordinary  condition,  49;  in  bad  con¬ 
dition,  19;  in  dilapidated  condition,  19;  home¬ 
less.  7. 

Organisation;  Having  Sunday  Schools,  134; 
Woman's  Missionary  Societies,  69;  Young  Peo¬ 
ples'  Unions,  23;  Pastorless,  11, 

Work  accomplished:  Budget  put  on  In  99 
churches;  Sunday  school  organized,  19;  Wo¬ 
man's  Missionary  Societies  organised,  4;  Young 
People's  Unions,  1;  students  enrolled  for  County 
Sunday  school  Normal,  429. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  budget  has  been  put 
on  In  66  per  cent  of  the  churches  visited.  Sun¬ 
day  Schools  have  been  organised  In  49  per  cent 
of  the  churches  not  having  Sunday  schools. 

The  major  emphasis  In  the  campaign  is  being 
given  to  the  budget  and  Sunday  school  work. 
The  W.  M.  U.  and  B.  Y.  P.  U.  work  is  also 
stressed  when  time  and  opportunity  afford. 

Out  of  the  eleven  churches  that  were  found 
to  be  pastorless  several  were  Induced  to  call 
pastors  and  others  were  put  In  touch  with  pros¬ 
pective  pastors.  Of  the  seven  homeless  churches 
five  worship  in  public  school  buildings  and  one  In 
a  "union"  church  house.  Only  one  reports  no 
place  for  regular  worship. 

Only  24  churches  out  of  the  179  visited  have 
any  Sunday  school  rooms  or  curtained  spaces 
for  classes.  Nearly  all  of  these  are  on  the  rail¬ 
road. 

Some  facts  revealed  In  the  abova  analysis: 

(1)  That  we  have  thus  far  been  more  than 
fifty  per  cent  successful  In  putting  on  our  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  churches  visited  in  the  campaign. 

(2)  That  over  fifty  per  cent  of  the  churches 
are  more  than  five  miles  from  the  railroad,  and 
nearly  thirty-three  and  one-third  per  cent  of 
the  churches  are  mors  than  ten  miles  from  the 
railroad,  which  means  that  we  are  reaching  the 
remotest  rural  districts  in  the  work. 

(8)  That  ws  have  fewer  pastorleae  churches 


and  fewer  homeless  churches  than  esoet  of  aa 

thought. 

(4)  That  the  country  church  property  la  la 
better  condition  as  a  rule  than  meet  of  as 
though. 

8ome  deductions  from  the  aampalga  work  la 

general:  (1)  That  the  country  caiurchee  are  suf¬ 
fering  more  on  eeooant  of  the  absentee  paster 
than  for  any  other  one  reason.  Few  of  the  pas¬ 
tors  live  near  enough  to  their  churches  to  «e 
any  pastoral  work  whatever,  or  to  touch  the 
daily  lives  of  the  people  la  a  way  to  develop 
spirituality.  (2)  That  many  of  the  coaalry 
pastors  are  abeorbtd  la  things  other  lhaa  the 
care  of  the  churches — farming,  working  la  store 
and  shoots,  teaching  school,  etc  They  let  these 
cumbrancea  to  their  ministry  prevent  them  from 
attending  Important  meetings  at  their  chare  has. 
or  taking  part  on  programs  designed  for  the 
development  of  their  churches.  The  people  will 
naturally  value  these  things  accord  lag  *o  the 
interest  and  attention  manifested  la  them  by 
their  pastors.  (8)  That  the  churches  are  ready 
and  anxious  to  adopt  plans  sad  methods  for  the 
betterment  of  their  work.  They  need  the  Instruc¬ 
tion  and  information  that  la  offered  to  them  la 
these  campaigns.  In  the  county  Sunday  school 
normals.  In  the  Baptist  Record,  the  Home  sad 
Foreign  Fields,  etc. 

If  the  men  who  have  been  appointed  by  the 
Board  to  organise  and  conduct  thaaa  county  cam¬ 
paigns  will  push  the  work  to  a  finish  we  will 
gather  aa  Invaluable  store  of  Information  about 
our  rural  church  situation.  and  It  wtll  be  first- 
hand  Information.

■oul  liberty,  and  founding  a  political 
wealth,  which,  for  the  first  time  la  the 
the  American  church,  incorporated  ^ 
fundamental  principles  absolute  freedom  of 
science,  and  total  separation  of  church  and 
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world  regeneration.  If  men  who  longed  for  the 
coming  of  the  Chriat,  who  worshipped  him  from 
afar,  who  foresaw  his  conquests  and  rejoiced  In 
his  day  were  Christiana,  then  surely  they  belong 
to  our  class  and  we  have  been  made  fellowrlti- 
zens  with  the  saints.  Let  us  be  worthy  of  the 
fellowship  and  measure  up  to  their  standard. 


Every  now  and  then  the  learned  expositors  of 
the  Bible  tell  us  that  we  are  not  to  expect  the 
same  degree  of  religious  development  In  Old 
Testmament  Saints  and  writers  as  In  those  of  the 
New  Testmament  Era;  that  their  knowledge  and 
standards  were  Inferior  and  we  must  make  allow¬ 
ance  for  the  times  in  which  they  live  and  the 
stage  of  spiritual  conceptions  they  had  attained; 
that  our  religion  is  a  sort  of  evolution.  All  of 
which  we  are  ready  to  grant.  To  be  sure  the  New 
Testament  Is  an  advance  on  the  Old  for  It  Is 
1  Its  fulfillment'  and  consummation. 

But  we  are  more  often  surprised  in  reading 
the  Old  Testament  to  find  truth  and  experience 
identical  with  those  of  the  Christian  In  the 
twentieth  century,  than  we  are  shocked  at  the 
crudeness  of  thhir  religious  Ideas.  For  example, 
what  writings  of  any  period  can  so  aptly  express 
the  deepest  and  most  characteristic  experience 
of  a  Christian  as  those  contained  In  the  whole 
book  of  Psalms.  A  Christian  is  ripe  indeed  who 
can  make  language  his  own;  and  he  must  have 
made  some  progress  In  the  divine  life  to  even  be 
able  to  understand  the  meaning  of  the  words. 
In  his  best  moments,  in  his  talking  with  God 
or  In  undertaking  to  speak  to  others  about  Him, 
he  will  find  the  phrases  from  the  Psalms  spring¬ 
ing  to  his  lips  to  make  most  expressive  the  de¬ 
sires  of  his  heart 

But  It  Is  not  simply  the  meditative  mood  or 
the  expression  of  what  we  call  devotional 
thoughts  that  these  Psalms  are  truly  Christian. 
If  we  accept  the  Idea  that  Christian  Ideals  are 
a  result  of  lohg  development,  then  we  should 
say  that  these  Psalms  anticipate  much  that  Is 
characteristic  of  the  great  Christian  purpose  and 
program  of  work.  The  heart  of  the  redeemed 
man  in  the  long  ago  felt  the  same  sympathy  with 
the  wideness  of  God's  mercy  toward  all  men  the

New  Orleans  Baptists  have  laid  out  a  large 
program  for  church  extension  in  that  city,  and 
they  are  co-operating  through  their  city  mission 
council.  8t.  Charles  Avenue  Church  of  which 
Rev.  E.  D.  Solomn  Is  pastor  will  move  to  a  lot 
adjoining  Tulane  University  and  Sophie  New¬ 
combs  college  and  build  a  $7$, 000  house.  This 
church  and  the  First  are  to  build  pastor's  homes. 
The  other  churches  are  to  make  material  Im¬ 
provements  and  organize  a  number  of  mission 
stations. 
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Dr.  W.  O.  Carver  will  supply  the  pulpit  this 
summer  of  Walnut  Street  Church,  of  which  he  is 
a  member. 


Professor  Dotson  McOinnls  Nelson,  of  Mlsn- 
lsslssippl  College  was  awarded  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts  by  the  University  of  Indiana. 
June  10th.  Prof.  Nelson  took  his  B.  S.  at  Miss¬ 
issippi  College  several  years  ago  and  has  been 
doing  post-graduate  work  In  the  Indiana  Uni¬ 
versity  as  he  could  get  away  from  his  work  of 
teaching.  His  department  is  physics  and  this  was 
his  major  In  his  work  in  Indiana.  His  thesis  was 
Photographic  Spectra  of  Trlbolumlnescent  and 
Phosphorescent  Light."  He  is  popular  in  the 
College  and  in  great  demand  in  the  state  as  a 
speaker. 


That  life  may  be  perpetuated  and  even  greatly 
enlarged  after  it  has  seemed  to  be  absolutely  ex¬ 
tinct,  is  proven  under  the  observation  of  every 
farmer  boy.  He  sees  the  caterpillar  die  and  be¬ 
come  enshrouded  In  its  cerements  of  white.  Its 
grave  is  under  the  sheltered  side  of  a  fence  rail 
where  It  bides  its  time,  and  then  at  the  call  of 
Its  Creator  it  lays  aside  its  grave  cloths  or  weaves 
them  Into  wings  which  It  unwinds  to  the  sun¬ 
beams,  from  which  It  draws  Its  colors  and  makes 
for  the  open  heavens,  a  gorgeous  butterfly.  So 
do  the  bodies  of  the  saints  rise  to  Join  their  spirit 
in  the  New  Jerusalem. 


Now  and  then  some  thoughtless  person  takes 
up  the  outcry  against  doctrine,  as  if  It  were  some 
pernicious  cactus  which  threatens  our  religious 
garden.  And  yet  these  same  people  are  likely  to 
be  loudest  in  their  Insistence  upon  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  or  some  other  distinguishing  American 
or  partisan  platrorm  with  them,  it  would  seem 
that  doctrine  is  all  right  In  economics  or  politics, 
but  not  In  religion.  A  platform  is  simply  a  state¬ 
ment  of  doctrine,  of  what  a  party  believes  and 
holds  and  advocates.  The  platform  distinguishes 
those  who  hold  It  from  those  who  differ  from 
them.  It  is  very  necessary  to  know  in  politics 
where  a  man  stands:  and  It  Is  Just  aa  Important 
in  religion.  The  work  will  have  reason  to  respect 
a  mugwump,  either  In  politic*  or  religion. 


A  wee  seed  from  the  field  blew  In  with  the 
current  of  air  that  rushed  through  the  open 
window  df  the  railway  train.  It  had  gossamer 
sails  spread  in  every  direction  around  Its  tiny 
body,  which  made  It  light  and  airy,  swept  swiftly 
hither  and  yon  at  the  will  of  the  wind.

These  last  shall 
be  changed  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye  and  shall 
also  be  caught  up  to  meet  the  Lord.

UCATION  BOARD  OF  THE  SOUTHERN 
BAPTIST  CONVENTION 


The  Education  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  met  In  the  First  Baptist  Ch Web  of 
Birmingham.  Ala.,  J*  a.  as..  June  Itth.  1919. 
There  being  26  members  and  a  number  of  visi¬ 
tors.  present.  The  Board  was  organised  by  elect 
ing  Senator  Frank  8.  White.  President;  J  E 
Dillard,  Recording  Secretary ;  Ed.  S  Moots, 
Treasurer:  W.  H.  Manly.  Auditor. 

Dr.  J.  W.  McCommack.  Secretary  of  the  Edu¬ 
cation  Commission  on  behalf  of  the  Commission 
presented  ths  records,  correspondence  and  other 
°f  the  commission,  to  the  new  board  All 
of  which  was  received  and  the  business  of  ths 
commission  was  taken  over  by  the  new  board 

A  constitution  and  by-laws  were  adopted,  as 
executive  committee,  and  a  finance  committee 
were  appointed.  * 

It  was  learned  that  In  ths  apportioning,  by  the 
executive  commutes  of  the  convention,  of  the  79 
million  dollars  to  be  raised  by  the  various  stales, 
that  the  item  of  3  million  dollars  for  the  South- 
wide  Institutions  had  not  been  apportioned  The 
board  therefore,  apportioned  the  three  million 
dollars  to  the  various  states  in  the  mate  ratio 
as  the  executive  commutes  of  the  coaveeltoa 
had  apportioned  ths  76  million  dollars  This  I 
million  dollars  to  be  Included  In  the  30  million 
dollars  for  education  .The  Recording  Secretary 
was  Instructed  to  mall  these  apportlos meats  to 
the  state  organisations  for  their  approval 

The  Board  failed  to  elect  a  corresponding  sec¬ 
retary  and  the  officers  of  the  board,  togethw 
with  Dr.  J.  R.  Hobbs  and  Dr.  I.  M.  Shelburne 
were  Instructed  to  search  out  a  suitable  and 
available  man.  and  when  la  their  Judgment  aecb 
a  man  has  been  found,  to  call  the  board  loeetber 
to  consider  his  election 

J.  E.  Dillard,  the  Recording  secretary  eras  In¬ 
structed  to  open  as  office  la  Birmingham,  pro¬ 
vide  suitable  equipment  and  employ  such  help 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  look  after  the  gen 
eral  Interest  of  ths  board  until  a  corresponding 
secretary  Is  elected.

their  sound  and  go  to  be  your  king?  Then  said  all 
the  commodities  to  Intoxicating  liquors,  reign  over 
us.  Intoxicating  liquors  said.  If  you  make  me  your 
king,  then  come  out  and  put  your  trust  lu  my 
shadow;  and  if  not  let  fire  come  out  from  intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors  and  devour  the  commodities,  and 
let  fire  come  out  from  the  commodities  and  de¬ 
vour  intoxicating  liquors. 

The  Parable  Modernised — The  trees  choosing  a 
king  were  the  men  of  Shechem,  among  whom  were 
many  kingly  men  as  may  be  seen  by  their  sym¬ 
bols — useful  and  fruitful  trees.  The  bramble 
was  Ablmelech.  who  was  neither  eligible  nor  cap¬ 
able  to  be  king.  He  formed  a  collusion  with  the 
men  of  Shechem,  they  gave  him  corrupt  money 
from  the  house  of  Baalberltb,  wherewith  he  hired 
vain  and  light  persons  to  go  with  him  to  Ophrah 
and  kill  hla  brethren,  the  rightful  heirs  to  rule 
over  the  people.  When  his  gruesome  work  was 
done  they  gathered  together  and  made  him  king 
in  Shechem.  What  a  brier  patch  grew  from  one 
wicked,  useless,  and  fruitless  bramble! 

The  commodities  were  the  men  of  the  United 
States,  among  -whom,  were  many  worthy  men  as 
may  be  seen  by  their  symbols — useful  and  nec¬ 
essary  commodities.  Intoxicating  liquors  which 
was  neither  eligible  nor  worthy  to  be  the  chief 
officer  In  this  great  democracy,  was  through  col¬ 
lusion  and  bribery  put  into  office.  0  the  Irony 
of  the  Invitation  to  put  oar  trust  In  the  shadow 
of  this  bramble  bush — the  liquor  traffic,  whose 
only  shadow  ia  the  shadow  of  death!  We  hear 
men— for  convenience  we  will  call  them  that— 
aay.  we  derive  so  much  revenae  from  the  sale  of 
liquors  that  we  cannot  afford  to  have  the  traffic 
discontinued.  Real  men  know  the  fruits  of  this 
bush— crime,  pauperism,  and  Insanity;  and  that 
intoxicating  liquor  is  death's  prime  minister.  The 
liquor  traffic  Is  as  Indispensable  to  the  prosperity 
of  this  country,  as  a  spreading  brier  patch  la  to  , 
the  growth  of  corn  in  a  fertile  field. 

Ood  permitted  Ablmelech  to  reign  three  years 
but  the  time  of  retribution  came.  Ood  sent  an 
evil  spirit  between  Abimlech  and  the  men  of  She-  i 
ctem.  The  men  of  Shechem  perfected  a  plan  of 
highway  robbery,  which  grew  alarmingly  and 
made  Abimlech  and  his  government  a  public  dis¬ 
grace.  Abimlech  took  hla  army  and  went  up  to 
the  mountains  to  control  the  offenders.  While  he 
was  absent  Gaal  effected  a  conspiracy  and  Ablme¬ 
lech  returned  to  pat  down  the  revolution.  He 
defeated  the  revolutionists,  occupied  the  city,  and 
led  bis  army  to  attack  the  men  and  women  who 
took  refuge  In  the  tower  of  Berith.  They  set  the 
tower  on  fire  and  burnt  a  thousand  men  and  wo¬ 
men.  He  also  took  Thebes  and  marched  against 
their  strong  tower  which  was  full  of  men  and  wo¬ 
men.  An  unnamed  woman  cast  a  piece  of  mill¬ 
stone  upon  Abimelecb's  head  and  wounded  him. 

He  recovered  sufficiently  to  recognise  that  a  wo¬ 
man  had  mortally  wounded  him,  and  he  said  to 
his  armorbearer,  “Draw  thy  sword,  and  slay  me, 
that  men  say  not  of  me.  A  woman  slew  him.  And 
his  young  man  thrust  him  through,  and  he  died.” 

Ood  permitted  the  nefarious  liquor  traffic — yea, 
God  who  permitted  sin  and  Satan  to  come  into 
this  world,  permitted  the  nefarlons  liquor  traffic 
to  reign  many  years  but  the  time  of  retribution 
came.  God  sent  an  evil  spirit  between  liquors 
and  the  liquor  traffic.  The  liquor  traffic  perfect¬ 
ed  a  scheme  of  highway  robbery,  which  grew  ap¬ 
pallingly  and  made  intoxicating  liquors  and  his 
government  a  national  scandal.  A  large  per 
cent  of  all  crime,  poverty,  and  diseases  Is  charge¬ 
able  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors,  hence,  the 
wickedness  of  the  traffic  has  called  down  the  curse 
of  Ood  upon  Ito  own  head.  Intoxicating  liquors 
said.  I  will  take  my  army  up  to  the  mountains  of 
violence  and  control  tha  offenders.  That  sounds 
like  the  promises  of  the  traffic,  to  pay  high  li¬ 
cense.  obey  the  law.  and  be  decent.  While  he 
waa  away  a  conspiracy  was  formed,  a  revolution 
which  was  to  end  in  the  destruction  of  liquors  as 
a  governing  force  and  the  traffic  as  a  constituency 
His  former  slaves  were  fighting  for  freedom  He 
defeated  them,  occupied  the  city  .and  led  his  army 
to  attack  the  men  and  women  who  took  refuge  In 
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the  tower.  They  were  burnt  without  mercy.  Fire 
has  been  coming  out  from  this  bramble  bush  and 
devouring  our  cedars  for  many  years.  Men.  wo¬ 
men,  and  children  have  been  offered  in  the  arms 
of  thi*  modern  Molech.  Encouraged  by  this  suc¬ 
cess  he  led  his  army  to  make  a  conquest  of  this 
nation,  taking  state  after  state  until  the  song  of 
triumph  was  on  the  tongues  of  his  followers. 
When  he  arrogantly  assailed  the  modern  Thebes, 
a  woman— Mrs.  W.  C.  T.  U.,  whose  hand  had  been 
made  strong  by  vigorously  fighting  this  enemy  of 
the  home;  cast  a  stone  upon  the  head  of  Intoxi¬ 
cating  liquors,  breaking  his  skull  and  dismaying 
his  army.  When  he  recovered  sufficiently  to  see 
that  a  woman  had  struck  a  mortal  Mow,  he  said  to 
bis  armorbearer,  thrust  me  through  so  they  can¬ 
not  say  of  me,  a  woman  killed  him. 

My  parallel  is  ended  here  for  his  armorbearer 
was  not  allowed  to  strike  that  fatal  blow. 

While  wo  all  deplore  the  European  war,  we 
should  thank  God  for  the  American  soldiers,  who 
are  the  armor  bearers  that  transfixed  the  liquor 
giant  Wartime  prohibition  Is  the  cross  on  which 
the  pierced  giant  Is  dying  and  constitutional  pro¬ 
hibition  Is  the  sepulcher  In  which  he  shall  be  en¬ 
tombed.  The  president  has  bedrd  the  agonizing 
groans  of  the  dying  wretch  and  has  asked  con¬ 
gress  to  give  him  a  respite.  We  honor  our  presi¬ 
dent  but  a  greater  than  our  president  has  said: 
“Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits.  Do  men 
gather  grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles?  Even 
so  every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit;  but 
a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit  A  good 
tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit  neither  can  a 
corrupt  tree  bring  foth  good  fruit  Every  tree 
that  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down, 
and  cast  Into  the  fire.  Wherefore  by  their  fruits 
ye  shall  know  them.” 

Therefore,  the  respite,  if  granted,  would  not 
cause  this  thorn  tree  to  bear  grapes  or  this  thistle 
to  bear  figs.  It  was  from  the  bramble  that  the 
branches  were  taken  to  make  a  crown  of  thorns  for 
the  Son  of  God.  This  tree  whose  fruit  ha*  al¬ 
ways  been  evil  and  whose  thorns  Infest  the 
ground,  must  be  cut  down  and  burnt,  or  we  shall 
be  tempted  to  take  Its  green  branches  and  plait  a 
crown  of  thorns  to  be  used  in  crucifying  the  Son 
of  God  afresh  and  putting  him  to  an  open  shame. 
Cut  it  down!  CUT  IT  DOWN!!

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MISSISSIPPI  COLLEGE. 


We  h»Te  Just  closed  one  of  the  most  successful 
commencements  In  many  years.  The  bacculau- 
reate  sermon  was  preached  Sunday.  June  8,  by 
Dr.  J.  W.  Glllon  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  Secretary  of 
Missions,  of  Tennessee,  on  the  subject,  "It  Is  bet¬ 
ter  to  give  than  to  receive.”  It  is  the  universal 
judgment  of  all  those  who  heard  him  that  it  was 
one  of  the  most  masterly  efforts  ever  heard  In  our 
chapel.  He  spoke  for  an  hour  and  five  minutes 
to  a  large  congregation,  which  he  swayed  at  will. 

On  Sunday  night.  Rev.  J.  W.  Lee,  of  Batesville, 
Miss.,  preached  a  strong,  vigorous  and  helpful  mis¬ 
sionary  sermon  In  the  college  chapel.  Everyone 
of  our  speakers  at  this  commencement  happened 
to  be  Mississippi  College  men  and  each  one  did 
credit,  not  only  to  themselves,  but  also  to  the  In¬ 
stitution  which  they  represented. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  the  graduating  exercises 
of  the  college  were  held  and  diplomas  were  deliv¬ 
ered  to  34  fine  young  men,  among  whom  were  ten 
preachera  After  the  delivery  of  the  diplomas, 
Rev.  L  G.  Gates,  of  Laurel,  Miss.,  of  the  class  of 
1899,  delivered  an  Inspiring  address  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  problems  which  confront  us  for  Immediate 
solution.  We  have  rarely  If  ever  heard  a  finer 
address  or  a  more  thoughtful  one. 

The  oratorical  contests  were  all  of  high  order. 
The  Wallace  Medal  for  the  Academy  classes  was 
won  by  Mr.  8.  B.  Thomas,  of  Verona,  Miss.  The 
W.  E.  Parr  Medal  for  the  Freshman  class  was  won 
by  Mr.  Cecil  8.  Johnson,  of  Hattiesburg.  The  I. 
P.  Trotter  Medal  for  the  Junior  Class  was  won 
byk  Mr.  Earl  W.  Russell  of  Magee,  Miss.  The 
lackey  Medal  for  the  Sophomore  Class,  owing  to 
a  misunderstanding,  will  be  contested  for  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  session. 

On  Tuesday  night  at  nine  o’clock,  the  annual 
alumni  banquet  was  held  In  Jennings  Hall.  Pres¬ 
ident  J.  D.  Johnson,  of  the  Womans’  College  Was 
toastmaster.  The  banquet  was  served  by  the 
ladles  of  the  Baptist  Church  of  Clinton,  and  was 
elegant  Indeed.  The  speakers  at  the  banquet 
were:  Mr.  W.  L.  Pack,  Jr.,  who  spoke  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  "The  Class  of  ’19;’’  Mr.  L.  Bracle  Campbell 
spoke  In  a  splendid  way  on  the  subject,  "Missis¬ 
sippi  College;"  Prof.  J.  T.  Wallace's  subject  was, 
"Our  Alumni,"  and  at  the  close  of  the  delightful 
banquet.  Dr.  Pro  vine,  president  of  Mississippi 
College  had  a  few  words  to  say  complimentary  to 
the  college  men,  the  banquet,  and  our  future  work. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Mon¬ 
day,  June  9th,  many  things  of  importance  and  far 
reaching  In  their  consequences  were  discussed  and 
acted  upon,  chief  of  which  should  be  mentioned, 
the  Increasing  of  the  salaries  of  the  teaching  force, 
sixty  percent  thus  making  the  professorship  In 
Mississippi  College  carry  a  salary  of  92,400  and 
the  presidency  a  salary  of  $4,000.  This  is  as  It 
should  be  and  It  was  a  joy  to  the  board  to  unani¬ 
mously  pass  this  motion,  because  they  now  feel 
that  our  finances  will  justify  this  large  Increase. 
Each  member  of  the  faculty,  who  is  not  pursuing 
his  post-graduate  work  In  some  university  will 
devote  at  least  8  weeks  of  his  time  to  strenuous 
field  work  for  students  during  the  summer. 

0re*I  gratification  was  expressed  at  the  suc¬ 
cessful  completion  of  our  well,  and  In  the  In¬ 
stallation  of  our  light  plant,  thus  relieving  the  col¬ 
lege  of  the  greatest  embarrassment  we  have  ever 
faced,  due  to  the  lack  of  sufficient  water.  Great 
pleasure  was  also  shown  at  the  financial  report  of 
the  president  of  the  college,  which  showed  ap¬ 
proximately  a  net  profit  of  $12,000  over  the  actual 
running  expenses  of  the  college  this  year,  after 
•II  professors’  salaries  bad  been  paid  In  full.  This 
surplus  was  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  two 
back  salaries,  due  the  faculty  during  the  war 
period,  which  we  were  unable  to  meet;  $2,000  for 
Permanent  Improvements  and  about  $5,000  as  a 
Payment  on  the  light  and  water  plant,  which  cost 
•bout  $14,000.  Thus  you  see  this  has  been  the 
greatest  year  of  all  our  history  financially. 

A  unit  of  the  Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps 
was  authorised  and  Major  Frank  O.  Anderson, 
who  has  just  returned  from  France,  with  many 


honors  and  who  left  Mississippi  College  as  cap¬ 
tain  of  the  Mississippi  College  Battery  in  1917, 
was  chosen  as  commanding  officer  for  this  unit; 
also  to  assist  in  athletics.  LL  C.  L.  McDonald, 
for  two  years  the  director  of  the  famous  band  of 
the  140th  Field  Artillery  In  France,  was  elected 
director  of  the  Mississippi  College  Cadet  Band, 
which  will  be  one  of  the  strongest  organisations 
In  the  state  next  year.  Dr.  C.  W.  Davis,  Ph.  D. 
from  Iowa  State  College  was  elected  to  the  chair 
of  biology.  The  chair  of  English  and  associate 
professorship  of  chemistry  will  be  filled  In  vaca¬ 
tion  by  the  committee,  with  two  splendid  Ph.  D*! 
it  Is  hoped. 

Prof.  W.  H.  Wea  thereby  Is  In  the  University  of 
Chicago,  to  receive  his  Ph.  D.  within  a  few  days 
Prof.  D.  M.  Nelson  has  just  received  bis  Master's 
degree  from  the  University  of  Indiana  and  begins 
work  on  his  Doctorate  at  once.  Within  a  year  or 
two  Mississippi  College  will  boast  of  one  of  the 
strongest  faculties  in  our  country. 

Notwithstanding  the  turmoil  due  to  the  8.  A. 
T.  C.  and  the  consequent  depression  to  our  stu¬ 
dents  who  remained  after  he  holidays.  It  Is  a  note¬ 
worthy  fact  that  the  men  rallied  with  commend¬ 
able  seal  and  pride  and  we  have  not  dosed  a  ses¬ 
sion  In  recent  years,  where  the  men  went  out  with 
more  hope  and  good  feeling  for  the  future.  The 
Board  of  Trustees,  the  faculty,  and  the  student 
body  all  participated  In  this  feeling  of  pride  and 
exhlllratlon.  •  ’ 

The  watchword  now  Is  for  "400  students  the 
coming  session.”  Thus  at  one  leap  we  should  go 
back  to  our  normal  conditions  In  attendance.  The 
faculty  Is- going  to  do  It’s  full  share  In  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  this  object.  It's  success  depends 
largely  oh  two  groups  of  people,  aside  from  the 
college  people.  First,  the  former  students  of  the 
college  Second,  the  preachers  of  the  state.  Our 
boys  are  returning  from  France.  Many  of  them 
write  me  that  they  will  re-enter  college,  and  an 
unusually  large  per  cent  of  the  student  body  will 
return.  Now  Is  the  time  for  a  united  pull.

A  RETURN  VI8IT  TO  MI88I881PPI  COLLEGE 


<Ry  Ex-Chaplain  Haywood.) 

It  Is  the  custom  of  the  graduating  classes  to 
return  to  our  Alma  Mater  at  least  every  ten 
years,  so  being  of  tMe  '09  class  I  wended  my  way 
for  a  thousand  miles,  wondering  how  many—  if 
any — of  my  class  would  be  there.  Only  Coleman, 
now  superintendent  of  schools  In  Hinds  County, 
did  I  see.  and  that  for  but  a  few  minutes.  Most 
of  the  other  members  are  either  In  France  or 
still  In  the  Camps  at  home.  The  writer  was 
Chaplain  in  the  “Cactus”  Division  at  Camp 
Travis  and  held  in  readiness  for  overseas  till  to¬ 
ward  the  end  of  February  when  his  unit  was  de¬ 
mobilized. 

The  Class  of  '19  was  called  “The  War-Class;” 
that  of  nineteen  nine  might  with  good  propriety 
he  styled  the  “Warrior  Class.”  But  let  ns  wait 
and  ree  what  the  reunion  In  September  brings 
out  when  the  experiences  are  recited  and  record¬ 
ed  In  the  already  lustrous  annals  of  the  noble 
sons  of  Mississippi  College. 

Dr.  Provine  said  that  the  last  session  was 
without  doubt  the  most  turbulent  one  In  all 
the  history  of  tbe  College,  the  8.  A.  T.  C.  es¬ 
pecially  having  been  a  great  contributor  to  a 
lowering  of  the  standard  of  the  morals  of  the 
students  and  having  a  demoralising  Influence  In 
other  respects.  Yet  the  class  of  thirty-four  splen¬ 
did  young  men  It  was  evident  had  risen  above 
their  environment  and  had  been  a  force  for  good 
on  the  troublous  waters.  We  were  told  that  the 
ministerial  students  had  maintained  a  prayer- 
meeting  every  evening  for  a’tew  minutes  In  sup¬ 
plication  for  a  return  of  the  spirituality  which 
In  years  past  had  been  one  of  the  greatest  forces 
In  tbe  college.  Twelve  years  ago  It  was  the 
marked  spirituality  that  attracted  the  writer  to 
the  college  and  was  a  great  help  to  him  during 
his  whole  course.  We  are  hopefnl  that  tbe  home¬ 
coming  will  mark  the  return  of  that  spiritual 


environment  so  blitting  a  Christian  institution 
of  learning  and  so  helpful  to  the  saved  ns  wen 
as  unsaved  members  of  the  student  body  Let 
us  pray  for  it,  and  let  ua  work  for  It. 

It  was  Indeed  a  great  pleasure  to  meet  the 
teachers  who  la  years  past  had  meant  so  much 
to  us  educationally,  and  see  their  children,  now 
of  college  age  and  strength,  helping  set  the  pane 
for  the  higher  things.  Dear  ’’Zeus” — otherwise 
known  aa  Professor  Latimer — waa  on  hand; 
tears  of  gratitude  and  joy  wars  hadly  restrained 
as  we  learned  he  had  done  his  utmost  to  got 
Into  tbe  ranks  of  the  army  himself  and  try  and 
do  something  for  the  principles  of  democracy. 
The  fires  of  patriotism  that  had  burned  la  his 
soul  as  through  the  years  he  had  taken  kia  eta- 
dents  to  the  democratic  Demosthenes  had  been 
rekindled  and  he  wanted  to  go  with  our  own 
Mississippi  College  boys,  or  with  others,  to  help 
whip  the  kaiser.  And  this  spirit  Is  characteristic 
or  all  or  our  teachers;  they  submitted  to  much 
abuse  evidently  from  the  government  authorities 
during  the  period  of  the  8.  A.  T.  C..  hut  for 
sake  of  the  government  and  tor  Janes'  sake 
Words  fall  us  to  ten  of  the  value  of 
our  splendid  teachers  and  the  force  of  thetr 
lives  In  us,  both  while  In  and  when  we  got  away 
from  the  college.  I  am  truly  glad  for  this  and 
other  reason  tha  the  board  of  trustees  decided 
to  pay  them  all  a  salary  above  the  line  of  con¬ 
tinual  financial  embarrassment.  We  Baptists  osre 
It  to  them,  and  God  help  us  to  give  thsm  their 
rights. 

We  believe  the  trustees  have  also  mads  aa  ad¬ 
vance  step  In  the  matter  of  Instituting  both  the 
R.  O.  T.  C.  and  the  Academic  department.  The 
latter  will  help  the  Baptists  to  serve  the  unfor¬ 
tunate  youth  who  la  beyond  high  school  ags  bet 
has  not  had  ths  advantages  of  the  same,  for  var¬ 
ious  reasons.  At  the  same  Ume  the  denomina¬ 
tion  will  serve  itself  by  educating  him  on  through 
the  college  course,  and  In  many  caaas  where 
otherwise  he  might  never  have  gotten  to  Missis¬ 
sippi  College.  We  have  seen  so-called  Baptists 
these  ten  years  who — educated  In  other  Institu¬ 
tions  than  the  Baptist  school — has  been  of  but 
little  If  any  asset  to  the  Baptist  cauah  And  their 
name  Is  legion.  Teachers.  Baptist  by  nomlaal 
affiliation,  whose  Influence  is  really  »pi«i  dis¬ 
tinct  Baptist  work.  It  Is  ths  writer's  belief  and 
hope  that  every  Baptist  Institution  of  learning 
should  be  a  great  force  for  our  Baptist  work  to 
the  kingdom  of  God  on  earth. 

The  speeches  of  the  students  In  their  different 
conteeta  were  of  the  usual  high  order. .especially 
those  of  the  Freshmen  And  we  are  proud  te 
learn  of  the  brilliant  record  that  the  student 
body  has  made  In  oratory  In  the  state  Thus  the 
traditions  of  our  Alma  Mater  are  well  preserved 

AH  these  things,  together  with  the  good  fel¬ 
lowship  of  friends  of  former  years,  made  the  visit 
a  real  treat  and  a  great  blessing

ANOTHER  MISSIONARY  JOURNEY 
JN  SOUTH  CHINA. 


memorable  event*  In  onr  trip  to  China 
will  be  the  laying  of  the  corner  stone 
and  the  dedication  service  for  this 
building.  This  service  was  held  dur¬ 
ing  our  stay  in  Wuchow.  We  have  not 
anywhere  in  China  seen  such  a  rep¬ 
resentative  audience  of  foreigners 
and  natives.  Every  official  of  the  city 
and  the  leading  gentry  were  present 
at  this  dedicatory  service.  Dr.  Cham¬ 
bers  who  had  accompanied  us  from 
Canton  recited  in  the  native  tongue 
and  in  a  thrilling  manner  the  history 
of  the  institution  and  the  writer  was 
asked  to  make  an  address  and  dedi¬ 
cate  the  building.  It  was  evident  that 
the  leading  Chinese  ctttsens  of  Wu¬ 
chow  had  already  placed  a  high  esti¬ 
mate  upon  this  piece  of  Christian  mis¬ 
sionary  work  and  that  those  who  are 
conducting  it  have  their  respect.  The 
corner  stone  was  laid  by  Mr.  Oeorge 
Banker  who  made  a  brief  but  pleas¬ 
ant  and  earnest  speech.  This  institu¬ 
tion  is  destined  to  render  a  great 
service  to  the  Chinese  people.  The 
temporary  quarters  are  already 
crowded  with  patients  awaiting  the 
completion  of  the  building,  when 
others  will  probably  be  ready  to  take 
the  rooms  as  fast  as  they  are  ready 
for  patients. 

Tbe  reception  and  visit  given  us 
by  the  Chinese  people  was  gracious 
beyond  words  to  express.  We  enjoyed 
meeting  the  people  on  Sunday  and 
had  a  most  memorable  audience  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  at  the  home  of  Dr. 
Lesvell  where  we  spoke  at  4  o'clock 
in  the  service  meant  for  foreigners. 
We  had  present  American.  English, 
Norwegian,  Russian,  Javan,  Chinese, 
Swede,  Formosan,  Swiss,  Canadian, 
Scotch,  Irish,  Baptist,  Greek  Catholic, 
Presbyterian,  Mennonlte,  Congrega¬ 
tionalism  Unitarian,  Episcopalian, 
Buddhist,  heathen.

Hunter,  Class  1902,  pastor  of  the 
first  Baptist  Church,  Somerset,  Ken¬ 
tucky.  The  baccalaureate  address  by 
General  W.  H.  Washington,  Nashville, 
Tennessee  of  the  Class  of  ’71.  The 
addresses  were  all  timely  of  the  very 


highest  order  and  very  keenly  ap¬ 
preciated  by  large,  audiences. 

The  degree,  Doctor  of  Laws,  was 
conferred  upon  Dr.  O.  C.  Savage,  of 
Nashville.  Tennessee.  He  is  an  old 
student  of  Union  University,  long 
stood  at  the  very  bead  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  in  Nashville,  one  of  the  vice-pres¬ 
idents  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention,  and  has  recently  made  a 
notable  contribution  to  the  stock  of 
human  knowledge  In  his  recent 
great  treatise  on  the  Jewish  Calendar. 

The  degree  of  Master  of  Laws  was 
conferred  upon  R.  F.  Spargins  of 
Jackson,  Tennessee.  Mr.  Spragins  Is 
an  alumnus  of  Union  University  and 
has  for  a  number  of  years  been  rec¬ 
ognized  as  one  of  the  leading  attor¬ 
neys  of  West  Tennessee.  He  has  re¬ 
cently  been  elected  Dean  of  the  Law 
Department  of  Union  Unlveristy. 

The  Trustees  with  the  consent  of 
the  Executive  Board  at  Nashville 
voted  to  erect  a  new  building  on  the 
campus  which  it  Is  hoped  wll  be  ready 
by  the  opening  of  school,  September 
17.  This  building  will  contain  a  din¬ 
ing  hall,  and  has  the  Commercial  de¬ 
partment,  Domestic  Science  depart¬ 
ment,  and  the  Academy.  This  will  en¬ 
able  us  to  completely  separate  the 
ollege  work  from  all  Academy  claaees

We  are  confronted  with  one  of  the 
Inexplicable  mysteries  of  a  kind  and 
unerring  Heavenly  Father  In  the  sud¬ 
den  and  unexpected  departure  of  our 
most  dearly  beloved  Sister  Christian 
to  the  Heavenly  Kingdom.
